of  any  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

The  Milk  Sampling  under  the  Accredited 
Producing  Scheme  has  been  conducted  as  before,  and  Meat  Inspection 
at  the  Wat ton  Slaughter  House  has  been  done  with  regularity. 

There  have  been  several  outbreaks  ’of  foot 
and  mouth  disease  during  the  year  and  these  have  increased  the  ' 
number  of  meat  inspections  conducted,  often  making  a  daily  visit 
necessary. 


The  Water  Scheme  inaugurated  during  the 
War  period  has  functioned  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned, 
and  there  have  been  no  complaints  from  anyone.
